Reproductive curriculum adopted

After a final public hearing 
Monday afternoon, Romulus 
School Board members will likely 
approve a new reproductive 
health curriculum. 

“Puberty: The Wonder Years,” 
is a program geared toward ele¬ 
mentary school students that will 
give them an understanding of 
some basic concepts, said 
Superintendent Carl Weiss. 

“It’s very age-appropriate,” he 
said. “There are some fairly strict 
standards that schools that teach 
reproductive health must adhere 
to, and this program was 
endorsed by the Michigan 
Department of Educatioa” 

The new program will essen¬ 
tially offer information to stu¬ 
dents that is easy for them to 
understand. Weiss said it’s an 
update of what’s already taught at 
the schools. 

“Every now and then, you have 


to update the curriculum for 
reproductive health because the 
materials we can obtain generally 
get better,” he said. “It’s best that 
we present the most up-to-date 
information we can.” 

Puberty: The Wonder Years 
was developed by a registered 
nurse as a comprehensive teach¬ 
ing tool. It’s a structured program 
that encourages young students to 
postpone sexual activity. The pro¬ 
gram covers changes that occur in 
the body, heredity, the role of fam¬ 
ily, how life begins, the functions 
of male and female reproductive 
systems and the emotional 
changes brought by puberty. 

Reproductive health classes 
have been a lightening rod in the 
past in many area districts when 
teachers, administrators and 
community members are unable 
to come to a consensus about 
what is to be presented in the 
classroom. By state law, school 
district must thoroughly research 
materials by committee. 


The committee that is put into 
place must be representative of 
all the stakeholders at the school 
- there have to be non-employees, 
teachers, administrators, and 
members of clergy represented, 
Weiss-said. 

‘They tell us who has to be on 
the committee, and it’s a fairly 
involved process,” he said. 

Reproductive health and sex 
education is taught at all levels in 
Romulus schools, and though the 
current program being intro¬ 
duced is targeted at younger chil¬ 
dren, the committee will soon 
evaluate middle- and high-school 
programs, said Weiss. 

“We will probably evaluate the 
middle school program next,” he 
said. 

At the high school, reproduc¬ 
tive concepts are covered in a 
health class that is an elective. 
But students who take biology - 
which is required - take a five-day

The needs of the Romulus 
School District and the timing of 
state aid have once again collid¬ 
ed. 

School board members 
approved a request submitted by 
Finance Director Sherri 
Papazoglou to borrow about $2 
million in short term loans to 
make payments on bills and pay 
employees throughout the sum¬ 
mer 

The approval of the loan joins 
Romulus Schools with several 
others who had to take out loans 
to meet obligations during the 
time districts do not see any state 
aid, said Superintendent Carl 
Weiss. 

“Obviously it’s not something 
we like to do, because all loans 
have interest,” he said. “If we 
had several million dollars in the 
bank, we wouldn’t have to do 
this, but we finished the year 
without adequate funds (to pay 
employees).” 

Last year, the district bor¬ 
rowed $2.75 short-term to meet 
payroll and other expenses dur¬ 
ing the summer months. At that 
time, the district struggled with 
several increases, including $40 
more per student for utilities 
and gasoline, $70 for heating, 
$140 for teacher raises, $80 for 
health care costs, and $110 for 
retirement. That equaled $440 
more per student - a shortfall of 
more than $265 per student, per 
year. 

The way a short-term loan 
works is that an agreement will 
be made between the schools 
and a lender, and money will 
change hands. The schools will 
then tap into those funds to keep 
the district operating. Generally, 
the loans are paid back by the

Romulus man dies after Michigan Avenue chase

Anthony Salvatore Quasarano was a kind 
man with a passion for motorcycles, and his 
friends admired him for his easygoing nature 
and big smile. 

The Romulus resident known affectionately 
as ‘Tony Q” was killed tragically Sunday night 
in Canton Township while riding his motorcy¬ 


cle home after dinner with friends. 

Friends remembered Mr. Quasarano on 
Monday at a meeting of the Motor City Chapter 
of the Harley Owners Group, where Mr. 
Quasarano was a road captaia 

“It was a very, very somber meeting,” said 
Larry Telling, chapter director “It was a pretty 
emotional experience.” 

Mr Quasarano had traveled with his wife to 
a Harley-Davidson dealership in Farmington 


earlier Sunday, where his motorcycle repair 
shop was sponsoring a ride to benefit local fire¬ 
fighter charities. After the ride ended, the pair 
had dinner with some friends in Ypsilanti 
before heading back home to Romulus via 
Michigan Avenue. 

Then, out of almost nowhere, a Chevrolet 
Camaro fleeing from police struck and killed

Evelyn Alatalo never had any doubt 
about what she wanted to do with her life.

“I was very shy,” she said. “I cried. The 
lesson was already paid for, so my brother 
took it for me. When I came back for my sec¬ 
ond lesson, I knew I wanted to be a dance 
teacher.” 

Alatalo was bom and raised in Romulus 
and has lived there most of her life. She 
lived for a time in Dearborn Heights, and 
her studies took her to several places over¬ 
seas,^. 


The woman whom hundreds of students 
called ‘Miss Evelyn’ has studied several 
styles of dance at the Royal Academy of 
Dancing in England, taken classes in 
Cannes, FYance, studied with the National 
Ballet of Canada, not to mention in schools 
closer to home such as in Chicago and New 
York 

Her early education inspired in her the 
desire to travel—she hopes to do more of it, 
now that she’s retiring. 

“I loved FYance,” she said. “You could 
run to the beach and then run back and take 
a dance class.” 

In her younger years, Alatalo had roles in 
several productions in the Ann Arbor Ballet 
She also choreographed musicals like West 
Side. Story, Guys and Dolls and Kiss Me 
Kate She worked with the John Glenn High 
School drama department and gave lectures 
at Romulus High School, too. 

Alatalo taught at the Will-O-Way Theatre 
in Bloomfield Hills and the Randazzo 
Studio in Ypsilanti before she opened her 
own shop. In that she was also fortunate, 
she said. The previous owner, Kay Ann Bird,

“She was getting married and she sold 
me the studio,” Alatalo said. “I’ve been 
there ever since.” 

She’s been a very active part in the com¬ 
munity, too, taking part in parades and other 
Wayne events, judging the Miss Wayne 
Contest and working with the Wayne Civic 
Players. 

She said her fondest memories, though, 


were of teaching her students. 

“I loved dancing and I like being with 
people,” she said.

“She’s taught so many residents and 
their kids and grandkids, too,” said Alex 
Hallani, who owns the tobacco shop next 
door and the studio building “I have people 
come in here all the time and tell me they 
knew her back in the 1950s.”

This might seem like a mixed message to residents, but it’s actually 
not The purchases are a smart move on the part of city officials—as 
was the decision to pass on the former Nankin Apartment property. 

The purchase of land is usually a good investment for a municipali¬ 
ty and the relatively small amount spent—about $71,000 for all the 
parcels—will be repaid several times over 

The best way to control what happens on any piece of property is to 
own it That’s common sense and it applies to municipalities, too. The 
city has taken advantage of this in the past—they’ve sold property to 
developers in deals not necessarily contingent on the price, but on the 
quality of what will go there. 

We see that as a trend-that will continue. Most of the parcels are 
small, some are located in the center of neighborhoods. Sold for devel¬ 
opment, though, they still have the potential to have a tremendous 
positive impact on the community. 

One parcel in particular, on Winslow Street, was the site of a long- 
vacant and dilapidated home. That home is gone now, the land empty, 
but could be filled with a new home as early as next year, which would 
bring up property values and dress up the community. 

The former Nankin Apartments property on the comer of Sophia 
Street and Michigan Avenue has a great deal of potential, too. At more 
than $180,000, though, it’s just not worth the price. We’ll just have to 
hope that someone purchases the land that will take better care of it 
than the previous owner, and be like-minded in the goal of making 
progress here in the city. 

Restoring city integrity 
is an admirable goal 

Officials in the City of Belleville approved an unusual resolution 
Monday night 

Put forward by Kerreen Conley, it was entitled the ‘Resolution to 
Restore integrity to the City of Belleville.’ 

That is lofty language and a laudable goal. 

Hopefully, that ship has not yet sailed. 

The goal of the resolution is to have City Manager Walter Mears 
get certified transcripts from each institution, university or college 
he attended and documentation of degrees earned and forward 
them to the city clerk for inclusion in his personnel file. The city 
council will then get a copy and decide what action, if any, to take 
on Mears’ employment 

The issue came to light shortly after Mears, a former city coun¬ 
cilman, was appointed to fill the role of city manager vacated when 
Steve Walters retired earlier this year. 

When they sought a replacement for Walters, city officials 
received 35 applications, which they narrowed down for personal 
interviews. Their top candidates were hired elsewhere and they 
didn’t like their other finalists, so they decided to relax the criteria 
that required the candidate have city manager experience.

Plymouth Township was recently named 
among the top places to live by Money Magazine. 

It was the highest ranked out of all Detroit sub¬ 
urbs—it came in 37th overall, one of only three 
Michigan municipalities to make the top 100 
list—and ranked above many so-called upscale 
communities, and all of its neighbors. 

Pardon me for feeling a little hometown pride, 
but I think Wayne has just as much—if not 
more—to offer 

The magazine looked ht places that offered the 
best combination of economic opportunity, good 
schools, safe streets, things to do and a real sense 
of community. 

One thing mentioned was the availability of 
parks and recreational resources in Plymouth 
Township. That struck me as odd since Plymouth 
Township doesn’t even have a parks and recre¬ 
ation department They have a couple of nice 
parks—Township Park, the Lake Pointe Soccer 
Park—as well as a pocket park on Ann Arbor 
Trail constructed on land donated for that pur¬ 
pose. 

I look at communities like Northville 


Township, Canton Township 
and Wayne—which have as 
many or more park facilities, 
as well as a dedicated community center and 
senior center, to boot—and wonder what is the 
clearer picture. 

You can always talk about tax rates. Tax rates 
are low in Plymouth Township—and lower in 
townships, in general—because they don’t have to 
provide as many services. They don’t maintain 
their roads or plow them in the wintertime. 

What Wayne is lacking is economic opportuni¬ 
ty. Even that is debatable. Look to the investments 
made recently at the Fbrd Motor plants here in 
the city, the re-use of the old warehouse on 
Elizabeth Street Yes, we have vacant buildings, 
but I see them as potential for economic opportu¬ 
nity, not obstacles. 

I’ve lived here for more than four years now, 
and I can attest to a real sense of community, too. 
I’ve never seen a place where residents are so 
willing to pitch in and help out when things get

I realize that we are in some 
very tough economic times and a 
lot of families are cutting back 
wherever possible.

Fourteen years ago myself and 
some other members of our com¬

then we had a part-time police 
department even though our offi¬ 
cers worked full time with very 
little benefits, lack of training 
other than what was required by 
law. Most of our officers only 
stayed a short time until they 
could find a full time position 
with another department that 
could pay them what this depart¬ 
ment couldn’t Our cars were 
kept longer and the radio system 
was outdated. Our police depart¬ 
ment was basically a reactive 
department where we were 
called after the crime had been 
committed. 

Our fire department was and 
still is a paid on-call department 
The training was limited and the 
equipment was old. Periodically 
we are able to update equipment 
when needed. 

Through it all, we are still able 


to save lives. Stop and think, 
every second counts when you 
are saving a life, home, whatever 
it be. 

As a member of this commit¬ 
tee, we had worked hard to get 
the 3 mils passed, educating citi¬ 
zens on why we needed the mill- 
age. Six months later the citi¬ 
zens voted Yes and it was the first 
ever public safety millage for Van 
Buren Township. If you look at 
the Van Buren Township Public 
Safety Department now, you can 
see some improvements, howev¬ 
er, many more are needed. The 
hiring of more police officers will 
help_reduce response times, 
have a special investigations unit 
to handle narcotics, identity 
theft, home invasions not to men¬ 
tion other major crimes. The 
Fire Department needs a round 
the clock 24/7 duty crew. With the 
new fire station being built in the 
south, we need to hire an addi¬ 
tional duty crew 24y7 for this sta¬ 
tion. We need to reduce 
response times to save lives and 
property by hiring more firefight¬ 
ers and have more up to date 


equipment 

The township is growing as 
are the surrounding communi¬ 
ties and the demand for service 
is increasing. Costs for equip¬ 
ment are also increasing At the 
same time state and federal dol¬ 
lars are decreasing 

We the citizens of Van Buren 
Township cannot allow our pub¬ 
lic safety department to go back¬ 
wards.

They also extended an offer 
for Mears to apply for the job, 
but didn’t seek out any other 
applicants at the time. 

The crux of the issue is a doc¬ 
torate degree that Mears told 
his interviewers that he had 
earned, but did not put on his 
resume, feeling it was not rele¬ 
vant—although he apparently 
thought it relevant enough to 
include when he applied for the 
council seat to which he was 
appointed. 

The issue of relevancy is a lit¬ 
tle silly, in our estimation. In a 
tough job climate that everyone 
faces here in Michigan, there’s 
no such thing as an irrelevant 
accomplishment 

We’re not seeking to add to 
anyone’s troubles here, but this 
whole process has been confus¬ 
ing on a few different levels. 


It seems odd that a city reso¬ 
lution was necessary to spur 
something that should have 
been accomplished through a 
background check. It’s a little 
disconcerting that the ‘resolu¬ 
tion to restore integrity’ was not 
unanimous—it was approved 
on a 3-2 vote, with Mayor Tom 
Fielder and Councilwoman 
Lori Hecksel voting against it 

These kinds of things, as the 
council is finding out through 
angry—and vocal—residents, 
tend to take on a life of their 
own. Steve Duchane, an award¬ 
winning city manager in 
Sterling Heights, was uncere¬ 
moniously Fired for fudging 
items on his resume. Ron 
Kagan faced the same fate 
recently at the Detroit Zoo—and 
people are still not happy that 
he kept his job. 

This is a difficult thing for the 
City of Belleville. It will take 
some solid leadership to get 
beyond it and to move the city in 
a positive directioa

Sicko: Documentary 
is an eye-npener

The best thing about Michael 
Moore’s Sicko is that it features 
a whole slew of Canadians. 

Not Canadians dying in the 
street because of a lack of 
health care, not citizens of the 
.civilized democracy north of us 
decrying the bindings of 
Socialism. 

Rather the documentary - 
and this film screens more like 
a typical documentary than 
Moore’s other pictures - is an 
expose of the American health 
system that is perpetually in 
crisis and serves only a few, and 
one that is the most expensive 
in the world to sustain 

Though not a treatise on the 
benefits of socialized medicine, 
Moore put into sharper focus 
the reason the government 
wants to stick with a system that 
at best will bankrupt the United 
States in the future. The insur¬ 
ance companies have basically 
bought off the politicians, 
which took the wheels off a 
push in the mid-1990s to bring 
government-sponsored health 
care stateside. This insures (no 
pun intended) that the health¬ 
care system is a for-profit one - 
which is essentially the prob¬ 


lem. 

How do they keep citizens 
on board with this? 

Fear. They tell us people in 
other countries die waiting to 
get into a doctor They say peo¬ 
ple can’t get medications they 
need. But citizens in other 
countries say otherwise. 

Moore’s other documen¬ 
taries usually contained promi¬ 
nently-placed, cheap stunts 
(Miss America Kay Lani Ray 
Rafko saying she didn’t know 
much about the plight of Flint 
autoworkers in Roger & Me or 
the verbal altercations with 
Charlton Heston in Bowlmg for 
Columbine), but Sicko is light on 
those things in favor of informa¬ 
tion - which in turn makes it 
more powerful than those pre¬ 
vious Moore efforts. 

When I saw Fahrenheit 9/11 
shortly after it was released, 
people stood up an applauded 
at the end. 

At the end of Sicko , most 
moviegoers just filed out intro- 
spectively. 

That alone indicated to me 
that maybe Sicko would be 
more than just preaching to an 
already-indoctrinated crowd. 

If the audience paid atten¬ 
tion, maybe the politicians will 
follow.

Enrollment continues to 
grow at local college campus

Patrick McNally, president of the 
Wayne County Community College District 
(WCCCD) western campus in Belleville, 
said although his role is a challenge, it’s a 
perfect time to be at the western campus. 

“With the growth both physically and in 
enrollment, there’s no better time to be at 
the Wayne County Community College,” 
he said. 

McNally, who has been campus presi¬ 
dent since May 2006, said his role is to be 
responsible for all the western campus 
activity, including maintenance, instruc¬ 
tional services and more. His major focus 
is to get out into the community to let peo¬ 
ple know about the schools programs and 
services. Staff members have adopted the 
communities that the campus serves, 
which has involved attending chamber of 
commerce meetings, joining the Rotary 
International, local development finance 
authorities and other community organi¬ 
zations, he said. 

“As president, my hope is to maximize 
the use of the entire facility to improve on 
relationships in the community and create 
partnerships,” said McNally. “My under¬ 
standing of the community helps with the 
programs we offer and our new multi-pur¬ 
pose center will also give space to commu¬ 
nity organizations and businesses.” 

McNally, 40, started his educational 
career at WCCCD as a paramedic instruc¬ 
tor and a clinical coordinator for the 
Emergency Medical Technology program. 
He replaced Dr. Derrick Manns who left 
the college to pursue other opportunities. 

McNally also brings a wealth of educa¬ 
tion to the position. He has a bachelor’s 
degree in business management and a 
master’s degree in organizational leader¬ 
ship from the University of Phoenix and is 
currently working toward a doctorate 
degree in educational leadership. 

‘The focus now is the need to have a 
degree in this new economy,” he said. “It’s 
not just people who are new to the work¬ 
force, but also existing people. It’s chang¬ 
ing from an industrial-based economy to a 
knowledge-based economy, so your job 
may change or how you approach it. 
That’s where we’ve come in at the col¬ 
lege.” 

School officials said McNally was 


tapped as president because of his leader¬ 
ship skills and enthusiasm to move the 
campus forward. 

“Much of the success at the western 
campus is indicative of the outstanding 
leadership provided by Patrick McNally,” 
said Dr. Curtis Ivery, chancellor of the 
WCCCD. “He is committed to providing 
quality service to our students and con¬ 
stituents. The western campus is our 
fastest growing campus and he works with 
the local campus advisory council to meet 
the needs of the community.” 

In the fall semester of 2003, enrollment 
at the western campus was more than 800 
students and, in the fall semester of 2006, 
enrollment was more than 3,000, accord¬ 
ing to officials. 

McNally doesn’t take the enrollment 
increase as something he had done single- 
handily, however, he credits the staff and 
faculty for the growth. 

“This 275 percent increase is the result 
of a lot of hard work by the entire staff and 
faculty of the western campus. I’m truly 
honored to have the opportunity to work 
with such talented and dedicated individ¬ 
uals,” he said. “This district is one of the 
largest community colleges in the nation, 
rated within the top ten, because of the 
chancellor’s energy and the dedication of 
the staff and faculty. 

“In just six years, we went from one of 
the smallest enrollment to now being in 
the top three,” he added. 

One of McNally’s biggest goals, he said, 
is to create a learning organization, which 
will allow his staff to grow and achieve 
their personal and professional develop¬ 
ment goals, while promoting a balance 
between work and family life. 

“As we move the campus forward in 
growth and community presence, the staff 
needs to be reminded that change does 
not always come quickly and, sometimes 
we need to take baby steps in order to 
achieve the long-term goals we have set 
for ourselves,” he said.

Field work progresses in Northville

The clouds of dirt and dust 
kicked up at Community Park this 
week are all according to plaa 
Contractors from Water 
Management Inc. have been cut¬ 
ting into the two older soccer 
fields as part of a month-long pro¬ 
ject to improve the irrigation 
there, according to Traci Sincock, 
parks and recreation director for 
Northville. She said the project is 
progressing as expected. 

The plan, according to 
Township Engineer Don Weaver 
involves digging trenches in 5-foot 


intervals across the field. Two- 
inch drain pipes will be installed 
in them; Workers then cover them 
with sand and root zone material 
and seed them. The rest of the 
field will be aerated. 

“(They’re) being very neat 
about it,” Sincock said. 

The project saw a minor set¬ 
back in its initial stages, when con¬ 
tractors decided the irrigation 
lines on the perimeter of the field 
needed to be replaced, too. That 
has since been accomplished. 

The township board picked 
this method to improve the 
fields—they only lighted soccer 
fields at Community Park—at 


their meeting last month. The 
improvements will cost about 
$99,000 for each of the two fields. 

Workers will start on the sec¬ 
ond field after the first is complete 
and ready for use. The first field 
could be ready for play as soon as 
this fall. 

“The schedule is working,” 
Sincock said. 

Weaver said the work should 
be complete on the second field 
this year and, with a good growing 
season in the fall and early spring, 
both should be available next year 

“By next spring we should be in 
good shape on (both) fields,” he
